EASTERN SHORE 


Mr. W. II. Bosley, president of the 
Quen Annes Railroad Company, ia 
consid ring a plan for the establish - 
ment of a large country fair at Queene 
town, designed to ec'ipse anything of 
the kind ever attempted on the Penin- 
sula. r 

Óriginally the railroad company had 
its rail and water terminale at Queens 
town, where the steamers from. 
Baltimore and tra'ns from Lewes and 
Rehoboth, Del., met and exchanged 
passengers and freight. Now the com 
pany has terminals at Love Point and a 
shorter line by water from Baltimore, 

At Queenstown the company owns 
about 100 acres of smooth and level 
land finely adapted for a fair ground. 
Mr. Bos'ey said yesterday that the ex- 
pert who planned the York (Pa.) fair, 
which is one of the most successful in 
the country, has been engaged to map. 
out a plan for the Queenstown grounds 
and prepare an estimate of thé cost. 

Mr. Boeley's idea is to offer to Queen 
Anne's and the other counties on the 
Peninsula certain space on the grounds 
upon which to erect buildings for their 
exhibite, Pride would then inspire 
each county to try to make the best ex 
hibit, and the result would bean ex 
hibition of the choicest producta of the 
Eastern Shore of Maryland and adjoin- 
ing counties of Delaware, which, with 
racing and other attractions, would 
make a fair such as has never been 
held in that section. 

There are only two fair associations 
lefton upper Maryland and Delaware 
ninsula. One zis in Kent county and 
the other in Talbot. Farther down the 
Peninsula in Virginia fairs are held, 
but they are more given to racing than 
to the display of agricultural products. 
All are more or less confined to a single 
county and there is little interest out- 
side. 

“I think Queenstown is an ideal place 
for a country fair of the Peninsula." 
said Mr. Bosley yesterday. “The ground 
we have there is well suited for a fair 
ground and will make a good big one. 
Plans are now being prepared and J ex- 
pect them to be soon ready. My idea 
is to say to each county. Now here is 

|so much ground for you; go ahead and 
put up your buildings and make your 
exbibits and see which can beat with 
ithe best. This, I think, will bring out 
a fine display. The grounds are so con- 
veniently located as to be easily reach- 
ed from any part of the Peninsula and 
Baltimore that I feel sure the attend- 
ance will be large. Our railroad croeses 
all the Pennsylvania lines at right 
angles, and would run right to the 
gate of the fair grounds. The line of 
steamers would also take people from 
Baltimore right to the grounds in a 
pleasant ride af several hours. With a 
cheap round-trip rate, including admis- 
sion to the fair, I believe a big crowd 
would go from Baltimore, 

“Our idea is to have a fine race track, 
with the best racing, and other attrac- 
tions equal to the New York and Hag- 
erstown fairs. We hope to get every- 
thing to hold a fair there next year, 
and later on spring races may le made 
an additional teature.’’ 

Mr. Bosley has just returned from an 
inspection of the Suffolk and Carolina 
railroad, of which ho is president. He 
said that the improvements and devel- 
opments being made will more than 
double the earning capacity and value 
of the road. 

Mr. William D. Uhler will be ap 
pointed general manager and chief 
engineer of the Queen Anne's Railroad 
to fill the vacancy created by the resig- 
nation of Mr. Isaac W. Troxel. Mr. 
Uhler is now general freight and pas 
sengér agent of the road. The change 
will probably take place on Saturday. 
"I believe in rotation in office and con- 
sider it the right thing to do to pro- 
mote a man in service when found cap- 
able to fill the position," said President 
Bosley. Mr. Troxel recently tendered 
his resignation, to take effect Novem- 
ber 1, and it was accepted,

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 
Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
torian Church, Chicago 


Chicago, Oct. 20.— From one of the 

thrilling Incidents of Bible his 

ory Rey. Frank De Witt Talmage 

draws lessons for the life of today; 

text, Daniel v, 27, “Thou art weighed 
In the balances and found wanting.” 

These words were spoken In the royal 
banquet hall of the most famous capt 
tal In the east. This is Babylon—beau- 
tiful, licentious, corrupt, luxurious, 
shameless Babylon; Babylon the pride 
of the Chaldeans; Babylon the wonder 
of tbe world! 

Ctesias tells us that Babylon was 
sixty miles square. That means its 
area was more than one-third the size 
of the modern city of London, the Eng- 
lish beehive, with its 5,000,000 Inhabit- 
ants. It was of such vast wealth that 
within its central temple was an idol 
made of solid gold, which alone was 
worth over $200,000,000. Its surround- 
ing walls were 365 feet high and wide 
enough to allow four charioteers to 
drive their sixteen chargers abreast 
upon the top of them, while the moon 
shimmered upon 250 watch towers and 
tipped with light the spears of hundreds 
of sentinels and shone upon a hundred 
gates of solid brass, which swung open 
to let friends in and clanged shut to 
keep enemles out. 

Standing upon the helgbts of the fa- 
mous hanging gardens, which Nebu- 
chadnezzar, the king who had courted 
Amytis among the hills of Ecbatana, 
had thrown up to humor a whim of 
his queen, we can see off in the dis- 
tance the mighty river Euphrates flow- 
ing through the midst of the metropolis 
and cutting the city in twain. Along 
the wharfs of the river were daily 
heard the cries of the sailors unloading 
from the ships cargoes of merchandise 
and foodstuffs, as well as the gold and 
silver and myrrh and precious stones 
imported from other lands. In the cen 
ter of the capital we can also see where 
the engineers had gathered the wa- 
ters of this mighty river into a large 
artificial lake forty miles square. This 
lake was wide enough and deep enough 
to harbor all the modern navies of the 
world, In it all these ships of war 
could drop tbeir anchors, fold their 
white sails and float side by side in 
peace. 

The boulevards of this ancient city 
were pillared with statuary. The 
streets encircled the busy marts where 
merchants wrangled for barter and 
gain or led down to the magnificent 
bridges which spanned the river. These 
bridges were flanked with pulaces, 
where beauty and wealth loltered away 
the lazy hours or sang themselves to 
sleep, cradled in the graceful gondolas, 
which gently pressed the waters Into 
ripples or contemptuously tumbled the 
foam from off their crested breasts 
Everywhere artesian wells tossed wp 
the waters into fountalns shining 
through which the sun arched the 
flowers with rainbows, while birds of 
brilliant hue, whose ancestors bad been 
brought from tropical. climes, stopped 
their singing long enough to quench 
thelr thirst or to cleanse thelr gorgeous 
plumage. There In the evening hour 
these fountains lifted up their Ups. 
while their cheeks blushed into a deep 
red for the good night kiss ef the set- 
ting sun. 

The Feast of Helsbazzar. 

But we must hurry on tonight and 
not linger over tbe scenic delights of 
this famous capital, for 1 am going to 
lead: you into tbe royal banquet hall, 
where Belshazzar, the king of the Chal- 
deans, is giving a great feast to a thou- 
sand lords of bis kingdom. He Is giv- 
Ing this feast tonight in a hall deco- 
rated with the trophies of couquest and 
the triumph of art, with the alr 
rhythmic with song and redolent with 
incense, with the faces of his dead an- 
cestors pictured upen the walls or 
chiseled by the sculptors ln marble of 
purest white. He is giving this feast 
in a banquet ball where the sandaled 
foot strikes mosale floor or sinks into 
softest rug; where, under the light, the 
precious stones sparkle and gleam as 
the jeweled hand of an aristocrat 
pushes back the tapestry or lifts the 
golden chalice to the lip. The king Is 
giving this drunken feast to show his 
contempt for the besieging army of 
Cyrus the Great, which for nearly twe 
long years bad frultiessly laid siege to 
his capital, that seemed impregnable 

But at last, ju this banquet hal at 
this famous feast, when the Intoxiesat- 
ed eye became more brilliant. then the 
diamonds glittering upon the naked 
throats of the assembled guests and 
the flushed cheek redder than tbe wine 
cup, there appears a marvelous sight 
Out of space there stretebes a band— 
an armless bodiless. hand—and with 
the Anger of this strange band for a 
pen a hidden power writes there awful 
words of doom upon the wall of that 
banquet ball, 14 is to luterpret one of 
those words, "tekel" which means 
“thou art weighed In tbe balances and

When God in this royal banquet hal! 
of Babylon beld high the balances with 
Which he weighed Belshazzar, the king 
of the Chaldeans, God weighed that 
life by a standard entirely different 
from that with which he would weigh 
the life of an ignorant, brutal African 
cannibal taugbt from the days of his 
youth that it was right and honorable 
to eat the roasted flesh of his captives 
nnd slaves. God placed in one of the 
scales of his balances all Belshazzar’s 
infinite opportunities for doing good as 
the mighty ruler of the wealt cap- 
ital of the east. God placed in that 
one scale all Belshazzar's opportunities 
for knowing and learning about the 
true God and his divine love Bel- 
shazzar was not, as some suppose, the 
heathen.ruler of a heathen nation. He 
was the grandson of the Nebuchadnez- 
zar whose famous prime minister was 
Daniel, the mighty man of God. In 
all probability be hnd heard from Dan- 
jel’s own lips the commandments of 
the God of tbe Jews, and how that 
God had protected the prophet and 
closed the mouths of the hungry wild 
beasts when hls servant was thrown 
into the lions’ den. Daniel, at the time 
of which I speak, was about eighty 
years of age. He could have testified 
and in all probability did testify to 
Belshazzar how the love of the true 
God had cared for his believing child, 
now for nearly fourscore years. 80 
the word written on the wall of that 
banquet hall was the record of a test. 
Belshazzar's opportunities of leading a 
godly life had been placed in one scale, 
and when the evil effects of the life 
he did lead were put 1n the other scnle 
ft bad gone down Uke a flash. That 
was the inevitable result. He had been 
weighed in the balances and found 
wanting. 

My brother and sister, are you ready 
to let God hold aloft the same balances 
with which he welghed Belsbazzar's 
life In the royal banquet hall of Baby- 
lon? Are you ready to let him weigh 
the results of your life? “Ob, no," 
you answer; “my life is nothing to 
what it ought to be, when 1 think of 
my past religious bringing up. No one 
had a better and more consecrated 
Christian mother than 1 have had. No 
one today bas a more consecrated pray- 
ing wife than 1 have. Every night 
even my little children pray for me 
and yet I am unwilling to pray for 
myself or do what 1 ought to do." If 
all (his be true, then, my brother, how 
are you to escape tbe doom of him 
who sat in Babylon's banquet hall? 
You are being weighed in the balances 
and found wanting. 

The Infiuence of Prayer. 

It is an awful and heartrending sight 
to see a man stand up and confess that 
he bas crushed out of his heart the re- 
ligious influences which surrounded his 
early life. I once beard of un old man 
who arose in a great religious meeting 
and, facing the audience, sald sub- 
stantially this: "Oh, my friends, I beg 
of you not to fight against the Influ- 
ences of the prayers that have been 
uttered in your behalf. If you do, you 
will live to regret it, as I bave done. 
I was brought up In a Christian home. 
After I came to the city my business 
grew so rapidly that I drifted away 
from church and from the Bible and 
the family altar. I had a little daugb- 
ter who was the idol of my life. She 
was at that time accustomed almost 
every evening to go to a nelghbor’s 
house, I reproved her two or three 
times and at last whipped ber for go- 
ing. That night she was taken sick, 
and when she was flushed with the fe 
ver she called me to her side and sald: 
‘Papa, don't think I did wrong be- 
cause I wished to go over to Mr. So 
and-so’s house. I went there for you. 
You used to have family prayers, but 
somehow you are too busy pow to have 
them, and my little gboolmate’s papa 
always has family prayers’™ sald the 
old man, with tears streaming down 
his cheeks. “My little daughter had 
to tell that to me, who bad once been 
rocked in a Christian cradle and reared 
in a Christian home. Sbe bad to tell 
that to me, a sinful man wien she 

herself was about to take the long 
journey over the river of death, from 
which no traveler ever returns" If 
you, O sinful man, fight against tbe 
religious influences of your past. life, 
you, like the aged. broken, hearted par- 
ent, will live to regret t. When God 
holds bigh his. balances, be ts going to 
weigh us in reference to our religious 
opportunities, as be did when he weigh- 
ed the sinful life of Belshazzar, tbe 
king of the Chaldeans 

God's. balances weigh every individ 
ual life. irrespective of the conduct of 
other people. It was no availing ex- 
cuse for Belshazzar to say that be 
ought not to be weighed in God's bab 
ances aud found: wanting while there 
were a thousand other drunken lords 
of the Babylonish capital intoxicated 
in the royal banquet hall. it was no 
legitimate excuse for: the eastern ruler 
to raise, that. his. immor, infamous 

ways did not call for more severe con- 
demnation than those of bundrede of 
eastern royal. aristocrats who were 
loathsome, with the same cancerous 
sins. And yet there are thousands of 
flagrant sinners today who foolishly 
think that God will overlook and par 
don thelr evil practices merely: because 
they are no worse than thelr next door 
neighbors, no worse than the people 
ith whom they come in daily con- 

wt They act as if they expected a 
universal pardon for unrepentant sin, 
In spite of tbe fact that the Bible ät 
rectly and emphatically declares, "Ev.

mitted, regurdless of what others have 
done. 
You Must Be Weighed, 
God's balances welgh every Indlvid- 
ual at the times when he feels Inde- 
peadent of God as well as when he

feels dependent upon the divine mercy. | ; 


Never in all his life did Belshazzar 
consider himself more independent of 
his enemies than on the occasion of 
this sinful fenst. The capital of Baby- 
lon was stocked with provisions enough 
to supply the ct} for many years. The 
battering rams of the besieging army 
had made no impression at all upon 
the bronzed gates. The walls were too 
high to scale. For two long years the 
Persian hosts had been conducting a 
futile slege. But history tells that on 
the night of this famous feast, while 
the king and his princes and a thousand 
aristocratic lords of his kingdom were 
drinking themselves drunk, Cyrus, see- 
ing his opportunity, turned aside the 
course of the river Euphrates and in 
the early hours of the morning marched 
along that river bed, under the great 
bronze gates and along the great boule- 
vards, until at last his soldiers, with 
drawn swords, broke into that banquet 
hall and changed the wassall of wine 
into a carnival of blood. 80, my broth- 
er, at the very time when you feel you 
are most secure nnd can sin with the 
greatest safety, God Is watching your 
secret sin and he is decreeing that you 
must die Oh, man of sinful habit, 
hearing tonight of Belshazzar's ban- 
quet hall, do you not feel that you can 
never escape the scrutiny of God's all 
seeing eye, never be Independent of 
his inexorable scales? 

While we live God's balances are 
never put away. His all seeing eye is 
never shut. Just before the battle of 
Sorr, Frederick the Great gave nn em- 
phatic order that every light should be 
put out and that no soldier should even 
have a candle lighted 1n hls tent. That 
night the great Prussian general, as 
was his custom, went prowling around 
his camps to verify with his own eyes 
whether his orders were obeyed. See- 
Ing a light in a soldier’s tent, he crept 
up and looked in. There he saw a sol- 
dler with a lighted candle hidden be- 
neath his knapsack writing a letter. 
All that Frederick the Great sald was 
this: “Young man, add a postscript to 
that letter which you have just writ- 
ten. Say: ‘Goodby forever. I have 
disobeyed my king’s commands in or- 
der to write this letter, and by the or- 
der of King Frederick 1 shall be shot 
tomorrow.'" As Frederick tbe Great 
always kept his eye on his troops, 
God's all seeing eye is always watch- 
ing us, even in the most secret of 
places He watches us in the most 
sacred places of our chambers, in the 
office, when we go down the street, 
wherever we may be. No sin is n se- 
cret sin to God. He knows all and sees 
all. The same divine scafes that 
weighed the sinful life of Belshazzar 
in the banquet hall of the Babylonish 
capital are continually welghing us, no 
matter where we may be. 

Bins Balanced by Atonement, 

But, though God's balances may be 
condemning scales for the Belsbazzars 
of sin, they may also become scales of 
salvation for every immortal] soul that 
avails itself of Christ's atonement, It 
is not now a question of bow many 
eins may be piled into the right scale, 
but rather of whether we are willing 
to place the atoning cross in the left. 
Though the sins of God's wayward 
children may be mountains high and 
seas deep, yet that cross ls able to out- 
weigh them all In the Philadelphia 
mint can be seen a pair of scales so 
perfectly adjusted thut if a speck of 
dirt falla into one of the scales or a fly 
walks across the onlancing bur over- 
hanging it that scale will sink. God's 
scales are perfectly adjusted spiritual. 
hy. No matter how many or how great 
our sins may be, If we once place the 
«ross of Jesus Christ into the scale op- 
posite to that which is piled high with 
our sins, we shall then be weighed in 
the balances and uot found wanting. 

What a blessed nnd transporting 
thought tbis should be, that we can 
have all our sins outwelghed! We 
would not dare for one Mmstant to 
preach a sermon upon God's balances 
at Belshazzar’s fenst unless we could 
place the greatest emphasis upon this 
idea. It would be appalling to depict 
the horror of a sinner's eternity, unless 
at the same time we could offer a par- 
don for all sins to all people if they 
mould only all be willing to be cleansed 
ef thoir sins in the blood of the Lamb. 
I once read of a dramatic scene where 
there was not enough physical salya- 
tion to go around. It was on the deck 
of the United States man-of-war Tren- 
ton during the famous cyclone in the 
Samoan barbor a few years ago. Every 
efficer and sailor had divested himself 
of all his outer garments because every 
moment they expected the huge ship 
to go down, as many of the other ves 
mels had already been engulfed be 
fore thelr eyes. But though every man 
"as making all the necessary prepara- 
tions he could for what seemed the iney- 
itable plunge there wae one life pre- 
server for which no one seemed to have 
any particular nse. It was the only 
life preserver on board and nobody 
wanted to take it and live and let his 
companions die, A sallor handed it up 
to the executive officer, The executive 
officer would not put it on, but banded 
it to the captain. The captain In turn 
handed it to the admiral. The admiral 
refusing to put it on this life preserver 
was cnreless!y thrown across the rall 
of the bridge. There it bung," sald 
an eyewitness, “a glowing tribute to 
the courage of men who were unwill- 

to be saved 1f they knew thereby 
t their companions bad to die" Bot 
there may not be physical sal- 


sate; 
In shining robes and stretching far away, 
Like billows quivering "neath the sunset 


The Lesson of the Feast, 

But in all that yast throng there was 
many a ead heart, many a hopeless 
despair. To me Belshazzar’s feast is 
better described by the artist by whom 
I saw it pictured at Buffalo, N. X., in 
the world's fair of 1901. Ushered into 
a dark room, we sat there awhile in 
total darkness. Then, by the magical 
effects of lights, it slowly became 
brighter and brighter, until, upon the 
side of the wall, we could see dim fig- 
ures begin to form themselvea. They 
looked at first like hideous phantoms, 
Then, as it became lighter and lighter 
until the whole room glowed with 
light, we saw the inside of a huge 
palace, There were the broad stairs 
leading upward. There weré the 
bodies of men and women lying pros- 
trate upon the floor, amid overturned 
tables and spilled decanters and 
broken furniture. It was a scene of 
grandeur, but also a scene of filthy 
bestialities. In the center of the stair- 
case stood the horrified king, with 
strained eyes looking gt tbe letters of 
fire burning themselves into the wall, 
while off 1n the distance could be seen 
the Persian soldiers with drawn 
swords, ready to dilute the spilled wine 
with human gore and to change the 
floor into a reservoir of blood. Then 
the lights of the room began to dim, 
and it grew darker and darker and 
blacker and blacker until at last it 
seemed as though we were incarcer- 
ated in the dungeons of the eternally 
lost and the destroyed. 

So when the would be sinner would 
enter the banquet hall of sin he al- 
ways goes there at first like one grop- 
ing about in the darkness, as fearing 
that he may be walking upon the edge 
of a precipice. He enters with horror 
and trembling, In terror and with tears. 
Then in the midnight bour of the car- 
nival the banqueter in the ball of sin 
sees that fatal handwriting upon the 
wall You, O sinner, today see it! 
You see it with horrifted eyes, as Bel- 
shazzar saw it; you see it written by 
the dead fingers of those who bave 
lifted the same cup of death to their 
lips that you are lifting at the present 
time. Then, as in the room where I 
saw the picture at the world's fair, 
you feel that it begins to grow darker 
and darker. The light in the reveler's 
eyes can no longer keep your courage 
up. Already in that darkness you can 
see the advancing mess^ngers of God's 
vengeance, It is horror at the opening 
of the banquet; it la horror in the mid- 
dle of the banquet; It will be unutter- 
able horror at its close when God shall 
finally say to you, O sinner, “Thou art 
welghed in the balances and art found 
wanting." 

Bo, In closing, as 1 plead with you to 
flee from the banquet ball of sin, I 
again invite you into the other ban- 
quet hall where Christ tbe Divine 
Bridegroom is to be married to the 
church, bis bride. I would invite you 
into that banquet hall, which Is filled 
with the great multitudes of the re 
deemed. I would earnestly invite you 
to come, because there la a vacant 
place at that gospel banquet table 
which, I am sure, has been reserved 
for you. It ja In the center of a group 
of your loved ones. It is right next to 
your sainted mother nnd father and 
wife and sister and child, and by the 
looks of your loved ones I think they 
are waiting for you. O sinner, are 
you ready today to leave the revelers 
of sin and to quaff the water life, 
which will fit you for entrance among 
the sainted hosts, or shall you, as a re- 
sult of this spurned gospel Invitation, 
be weighed in the balances and for 
ever found wanting? God la even now 
holding high the balances May every 
one of us, by the power of the Holy 
Spirit, decide how the balances of God 
shall be moved! May we, one and all, 
decide that the seale of sin, through 
the countervailing welght of the cross, 
shall go up and not go down!

Be sure not to deface or tear your 
ballot in any way. 

If you make a mistake in marking it, 
do not attempt to make a correction; 
return it tothe Judge and get another, 
You are entitled to a third ballot ifthe 
first two have been spoiled and return- 
ed, but you must not consume more 
than seven minutos in marking it. 

Mark your ballot with the indelible 
pencil which you will find in tke elec. 
tion booth. 

Do not use your own pencil; your 
ballot will not be counted if you do. 

After marking your ballot, fold it ex- 
actly as it was folded when handed to 
you by the Judge; and give it to the 
ballot Judge without permitting any 
one to see how you have marked it.

Louis with some rich 
bankers, would have a deterrent effect, 
Of course public sentiment must be 
aroused. The public conscience must 
be awakened to the fact that it isa 
most disgraceful crime to directly or 
indirectly influence a voter by any 
bribe or promise of reward.

show that destruction must inevitably 
follow if not ohecked, as ali history 
proves; but one of the trouble's is that 
politicians and rich people are not 
all historians, and are willing tolive m 
the present and ‘stand pat’ on that; 
And instead of “letting well enough 
alone," they will not even let. bad 
enough alone, but goon from “bed to 
worte. 

"You say it was a lonely experienée, 
How did you like it?” i 

"If it had been a clean campaign, as 
I had reason to expect, it would have 
been very pleasant if not cheerful, but 
the painful experiences of life the 
world does not care to here. 

*Laugh and the world laughs with you, 
Weep, and you weep alone.“ 

"HoweverI am not lamenting and 
am still on the anti bribery platform 
feeling as good as new, still ready, 
though not eager, for the fray in the 
fight for good citizenship; as I said 
before, the nomination came to me. 

Besides, I have some private and 
domestio duties to look after that are 
quite as congenial as trying to reform 
the Republican party, and the practice 
of law is less laborious and more 
remunerative.

A legend ef Aberdeen university tells 


one 
evening forcibly conducted by a party 
of students into one of the college 
tooms and after a mock tria! sentenced 
to death. He was then led Into an 
other room, draped with black and 
containing & block and masked execu- 
tioner with an ax. Downie was blind- 
folded and made to knee! at the block. 
After an interval the execttinner 
struck his neck with a wet towel. The 
farce was at an end, but Downle was 
found to be dead. The terrified stu- 
dents swore a solemn oath of secrecy, 
and the real circumstances of the death 
were revealed only after many years 
by. one of the participators’ on -his 
deathbed. This story, told with much 
circumstantial and picturesque detail, 
appears for the first time in print, so 
far as I have been able to discover, in 
& curious book, “Things In General,” 
published anonymously In London in 
1824, but now known to have been 
written by Robert Mudie, 

Mr. George Walker, in his entertain. 
ing volume, “Aberdeen Awa'" 1897, 
page 865, suggests that the legend 
“owes its creation to that clever wag 
Bandy Bannerman (afterward Bir Alb 
exander Bannerman, M. P, for Aber- 
doon), and that if it 1s the poorest his- 
tory, it is a bit of the richest romance.” 
Bannerman, according to Mr. Walker, 
invented the story and told it to Mudie, 
who was not a university man. But. 
apart from the question whether Ban- 
nerman can be credited with originat- 
ing so remarkably dramatic an inci- 
dent, it 1s not easy to reconcile a first 
appearance of the story in a somè- 
what obsetire book published anony- 
mously in London with the fact that 
but a very few years latet, am Mr.

Chicago, Nov. 2.—Manly sympathy 
with a class peculiarly subject to hard- 
ships and temptations is manifested 
in thie sermon by Rev. Frank De Witt 
Tulmage on the text Nehemiah xiii, 
20, "So the sellers of all kind of ware 
lodged without Jerusalem once or 
twice.” 

Prosident Harrison once sent forth a 
proclamation which aroused wide 
sprend Interest. In it be announced 
that the claims of many Indian tribes 
had been bought up by the govern- 
ment; therefore, by the power which 
was vested In bim as chief executive 
of the United States, he would on 
April 22, 1889, open the central portion 
of Oklahoma to the American people. 
All the men and women who at that 
time entered the new country could 
stake themselves out a claim or a lot 
or a farm. On the appointed day 
thousands upon thousands of people 
assembled upon that borderland. Some 
sat upon fleet thoroughbreds, ready to 
make the race for the choicest tots in 
the cities which would within a few 
days epring up as if by magic and the 
streets of which were already laid out. 
Some came on foot. These divested 
themselves of all superfluous clothing, 
bo that they could run as swiftly as 
possible When the signal was given 
by the pistol held in the cavalryman’s 
band, the great multitude broke into a 
run. The would be settlers rushed 
abead so fast that within a few hours 
the whole land was taken possession 
of, and cities like Guthrie began to 
teem with life. Oklahoma, only ten 
years after it was first opened to the 
white man, had nearly 400,000 inhabit- 
ants. 

Bot no sooner was Oklahoma settled 
and the little country stores set up than 
the wholesale merchants of New York 
and Philadelphia and Chicago and Bt. 
Louis began to send into this new ter- 
ritory another great army of invaders 
made up of the representatives of their 
different establishments, ‘These mod- 
ern crusaders have been aptly termed in 
the commercial traveler's parlance the 
“knights of the grip.” Instead of 
riding a war charger, Uke the knights 
of olden time, they rode behind an 
"iron horse," which is called a locomo- 
tive. Instead of carrying a spear or a 
shield, they carried models or pictures, 
shewing how tbe steel and fron had 
been melted into plows and reapers and 

aden and axes and bammers and 
. Instead of having mailed armer, 


"they bañ pleces of cloth, which they 


carried as samples of clothing. which 
they wanted to sell to the storekeepers 
for the new farmers and thete wives 
und children. There is nct a town in 
the United States, no matter how small 
it may be or how newly established, 
which bas escaped the weekly, 1f not 
dally, invasions of the commercial 
travelers, 

Ancient Commercial Travelers. 

In the scene of my text can be found 
almost an exact duplication of the in 
tasion of the newly settled regions of 
Oklaboma by the knights of the grip. 
No sooner did Nebemiah, the governor, 
return from his Bubylonish exile and 
rebuild the walls of Jerusalem and 
make it a safe place lu which to lire 
than the commercial travelers of that 
day began to flock toward tbe Davidie 
capital to dispose of their goods. But 
there was one habit about many of 
these ancient commercial travelers 
which Nehemiah did not like. Some of 
them would persist in arriving at the 
city walls on tbe Sabbath day and try- 
ing to turn God's day of rest into a day 
of barter and gain. The governor, in 
order to stop the sin of Sabbath dese 
cration, ordered that the city gates 
should be closed on the night before 
the Sabbath and not be opened again 
until the morning after the Sabbath, 
no matter bow much these ancient com- 
mercial travelers might want to get in 
and escape the dangers of being mur 
dered by the robbers who nigbtly in- 
fested tbe surrounding hills. Thus we 
read the words of my text with s 
clearer interpretation, "Bo tbe sellers 
of all kind of ware lodged witbout 
Jerusalem once or twice." 

As we walk in and out among the 
sellers of Nebemlab's time, barred 
without tbe city walls and examine 
their piled up bales and bear the mut- 
tered curses of the men blaspheming 
because they could not enter the Jeru- 
salem gates and watch the prepara- 
tions they are making to resist the at- 
tacks of the robbers I am reminded 
of the dangers to which our modern 
knights of the grip are exposed. They, 
too, have lurking enemies who would 
despoll them, and because those ene 
mies are more treacherous, more in- 
eidicus and more ruthless than the 
Bedoulh bordes who menaced the an- 
Client commercial travelers of Nebe 

miah’'s time | am anxious to point 
them out and put the imperiled men 
en their guard. 

The evil dangers threaten a commer 
Cial traveler's Hfe when he is away 
from bome. They try to ambush the 
seller of al! kinds of ware when be is 
on the march; they strike at bis beart 
in a time aud in a place when he is 
apt to think be can sin with impunity, 
because no one will be the wiser, as he 
can corer up his tracks; they come to 
the knights of the grip in tbe insing 

and dangerous ways that evil 
sometimes overthrow Chris 
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seen traveling in Holland.“ 
Sinning Away From Home, 

An average man can commit as a rule 
twenty sins away from home, when he 
ia traveling alone, tn a railroad train, or 
stopping alone in a hotel, or living 
alone with strangers, far more easily, 
with less risk of injury to his position 
and repufation, than one ain when he 
fa being watched by his employer's 
eyes or when he Is in dally companion- 
ship with a Christian mother, wife or 
child. It makes an immense amount 
of difference bow a locomotive will act 
when it is on the down grade whether 
or no the engineer has perfect control 
over Its powerful Westinghouse brakes. 
it makes an immense amount of dift- 
ference with some of us when we are 
heading toward the open drawbridges 
of sin whether or no we have our loved 
ones near by, who are ready to reach 
out thelr hands to help us close the 
throttles and apply thé spiritual brakes, 
eo that we can halt before we have 
gone tbo far and it is too late to try 
to stop. 

But though the swift moving currents 
of daily influences in a commercial 
traveler's life are apt to flow in the 
wrong direction when he is away from 
home, yet that is no valid excuse for 
his yielding to temptation, In the first 
place, God has distinctly declared that 
be will never allow any temptation to 
come nigh us which is greater than we 
can bear, if we will only throw our- 
selves upon his mercy and plead and 
continue to plead for divine strength. 
Mighty as are the temptations the com- 
mercial traveler meets when he is away 
from home, the divine power which is 
at his disposal is infinitely stronger. It 
can triumph over every opposing force. 

But there is still another reason why 
the commercia] traveler should not 
yield to the temptations which he 
meets away from home. The modern 
knight of the grip is naturally a stron- 
ger man, mentally, morally and physic- 
ally, than the average man who is 
compelled to stay at home and work. 
It takes brains, and lots of brains, to 
be able to sell goods away from home. 
The time is past when the great mer- 
chants think that any drunken, gam- 
bling. blaspheming employee is good 
enough to go upon the road. The em- 
ployers today demand that their com- 
mercial travelers be men of character, 
of brain, men with the moral stamina 
to say yes and no. And, young man, 
the mere fact that you are a com- 
mercial traveler ts proof positivo that 
you bare character enough, by the 
grace of God, to be able to resist any 
temptation which yon may meet in 
your travela 

Temptations assall the commercial 
traveler allike when he is buoyed up 
with great success and when be is 
discouraged by great financial de- 
pression, when be is thrown off his 
guard by erultation or disheart- 
ened by a long succession of bit- 
ter disappointments. Many commer- 
cial travelers do not receive a reg- 
ular guaranteed salnry. They work on 
a system of commissions. The more 
goods they sell the more money they 
receive, Tbe less goods they dispose of 
the less income they hare. Tho aver- 
age commercial traveler's income 1s apt 
to ebb and flow like the tides. In one 
town the knight of the grip may sell 
thousands of dollars’ worth of goods. 
In every store he enters he finds a 
large purchaser. In another town he 
may not eren meet expenses Then, 
when the average commercial traveler 
has what he calis a run of luck, he is 
apt to be unduly elated, and that ela- 
tion is often the means Satan uses to 
trip bim up. The imminent dangers of 
exultation and disappointment are the 
Charybdis and the Scylla which every 
commercial traveler bas to face, 

Now, my friend, you who spend most 
of your life selling goods upon tho 
rood, | want to warn you against the 
dangers which come from either exul- 
tation or discouragement. Henry Ward 
Beocher cured one of bis parishioners 
of the temptation of entering into Wall 
street speculations by an experiment. 
The pastor of Plymouth church asked 
bis friend not to gamble in stocks 
for at least three years. During those 
three years Mr. Deecber wanted bim 
to make a study of the stock market. 
Every time he thought stocks were go- 
lug up he was to make a memorandum 
of the same and decide how much he 
wanted to buy and every time he 
thought be ought to sell stocks to make 
a Wemornndum of the same. Then, at 
the end of three years, Mr. Beecber 
said, "Count up your results and find 
out where you would have stood if 
these purchases and sales bad actually 
been made.” This the parishioner did, 
as Mr. Beecher desired. At the end of 
three years he found out that if he had 
entered Wall street and speculated as 
he wished to do be would bave been 
bankrupted ten times over, You, my 
commercia! friend, may learn tbe eame 
lemon. You do not have to experi- 
ment yourself, bot you may see in tho 
lives of otber commercial travelers the 
results of allowing either exultation 
or you. Re 
call the 
travelers whom you have known for

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an intelligent man have run any such 
risks? Dare you in any circumstances 
drink or dissipate, no matter how in- 
tense may be your disappointments or 
how exultant your joy? 

Dangers threaten a modern commer- 
cial traveler's life because his mind is 
often beclouded on account of physical 
debilitation. To be a really successful 
com morelal traveler a young man 
ought to have a physical constitution 
of iron. He ought to have the same 
kind of bone and muscle and sinew 
which made the knights of old famous. 
He ought to be able to digest any kind 
of food, sleep in hard or soft beds, 
sleep on a hall lounge or on a chair, or 
lying upon the bare wooden seat of the 
caboose of a freight train. He ought 
to be able to walk along a dark country 
road at miduight in midwinter to catch 
the 1 o'clock train ‘for the next town. 
He ought to be able to assimilate ir- 
regular meals, and have bis nightly 
rest broken up once or twice, and 
sometimes even thrice, by the chang- 
ing of cars, and yet be cheerful and 
happy and sell his goods just the same 
during the day. Alas, I well know 
what are the physical difficulties of a 
traveler's life! For many years I have, 
off and on, traveled around the country 
as a lecturer. I have had to suffer all 
these trials, and have met and talked 
with the knights of the grip in many a 
lonely station in the midnight hour 
while waiting for a belated railroad 
connection. 


You Must Pay the Price. 

But, even under the very brightest 
of conditions and even though a man's 
backbone may seem to be made of 
steel, nature will assert itself. A com- 
mercial traveler must always pay the 
price and have his physical frame re 
bel at the hardships which it has been 
made to suffer, and so during those 
times of physical exhaustion a com- 
mercial traveler, on account of the 
physical becloudment of his mind, is 
often apt to take a depressed view of 
life. He is apt to often lose his faith 
in God and !n his fellow men and to 
feel that his own life is not worth the 
living and that be is but of little use 
to his fellow man. My brother, I want 
you, if you are a commercial traveler 
and a stranger who have just by 
chance dropped into this church, to 
know and feel that your life is worth 
living. God does love you. Your dear 
ones are dependent upon you. It is of 
infinite importance whether you do 
right or wrong. You must not let 
your belief in God falter when you 
need a physician and a dose of medi- 
cine and a good rest; you must not let 
the hand of Satan touch you and lead 
you into the paths of sin when your 
head aches and your digestive organs 
refuse to do thelr proper work. One 
of the greatest generals of the ages 
was defeated in battle and driven into 
exile becnuse the night before the bat- 
tle opened he was writhing in physical 
torture produced by a sudden and vie 
lent attack of dyspepsia. Many a 
commercial traveler has been defeated 
in Ute's spiritual battle because his 
health bas become undermined and un- 
dertoned, Oh, ye knights of the grip, 
be very careful of your physical health, 
for your spiritual happiness: and faith- 
fulness may be destroyed through your 
physical debilities. 

Dangers threaten a modern commer» 
clal traveler also unless he rigidly ful- 
fils his religious duties and spiritually 
employs himself on tbe Lord's day. It 
is very easy when Sabbath morning 
comes, in n little town where the com- 
mercial traveler bas to spend his Sus- 
day, for him to say to himself: "Well, 
I guess | will not go to church today. 
I will stay in my room and read the 
morning newspaper or write some let- 
ters.” It is very seductive after a hard 
week's work for the commercial tray- 
eler to go to bed Saturday night with 
the intention of staying there until 
half past 10 o'clock the next morning 
and then, in order to snve time, to 
break the Lord's day and take the Sun 
day train for the next town, Or, if a 
commercial traveler les spending Bun 
day in a large City, it ia very easy for 
him to go and hear the different popu 
lar preachers in the same way that, 
out of curiosity, he might go to see 
the great tragedians act the part of 4 
"Hamlet" or an “Othello,” a “Riche 
lieu" or a "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde" 

The Trae Worship. 

Though all those attractions may be 
very fascinating, yet, my friend, you 
must remember that the true worship 
of God does not consist In the mere sat- 


isfying of our intellectual curiosity orf 


in lying in bed on the Sabbath day, but 
in work, hard, conscientious work, for 
the Master. The old adage tells us that 
“Satan has to bunt the busy man, bot 
the indolent man bunts the devil” 
Therefore, my brother, tbe easiest way 
to overcome the temptations which be 
set the commercial traveler during the 
long, lonely bours of the Sabbath day 
is to worship. God while away from 
home in thg same way you would, or 
rather ought to do, If you were at home. 

Go to the little village meeting boum 
bright and carly and offer your serv- 
ices to the Sunday schoo! superintend- 
ent, and say that you will take a clasp 
for the day if any teacher is absent. 
Go to the Young People’s meeting at 
night and offer there your moat earnest 
prayer, and give them the most practi- 
cal, helpful talk you cam. After the 
morning or evening sermon go to the 
pulpit and take the country or the city 
minister by the hand and tell bim that 
you Intend to pray for bim and his 
work during the whole week, If you 
will do all this regularly and aystemat- 
ically every Babbath day, you. will

Oh, my young friends who 
spend moat of your life upon the road, 
I beg of you to seek divine help and 
pray and contipue to pray that you 
may overcome the dally temptations of 
the commercial traveler's lite 
How te Overcome fiin. 

I would plead with each one of you 
to consecrate yourself to tbe Divine 
Master's service, so that you may over- 
come the besetting sins of a life away 
from home, Tou are not at heart a 
bad man. You have many tender ties 
which ought to bind you to a life of 
purity and truth. In all probability 
you have the same kind of home ties 
as had the commercial traveler 1 once 
met upon the road. it was during a 
long, tiresome journey. "Toward the 
evening hour, as it gradually began to 
darken, I closed my book and began 
to think about the mother of my chil- 
dren and the little babies at home. I 
sald to myself, “Yes, tho little white 
nightgowns are now about to be put 
on; yea, they must be saying their 
prayers about now; yes, I can almost 
hear them say, “Cod bless papa and 
mammal” Then, looking across the 
Alle.

“As a candidate Senator Gorman will 
enjoy the confidence of the conserva 
tive interests (Wall street and the rest 
of the business world), and he will be 
the least objectionable of any Eastern 
man to the wild-eyed factions in the 
West. 

"FAIR TRADE" PLATFORM, 

A platform declaring for “fair trade, 
with Gormon standing on it, will more 
than likely be the outcome, Such a de- 
claration might not satisfy the free 
trade doctrinaires, but it would not af- 
fright many Eastern Democrats, while 
meeting with distinct favor throughout 
the South, which has been eplendily 
pleased with recent industrial develop- 
ments not disconnected with tariff pro 
tection benefits, Mr. Cleveland once 
denounced Senator Gorman for remod- 
eling his pet Wilaon Tariff Bill, charac. 
terizing the Gorman compromise as 
infamous. The country, with a viyid 
recollection of the hard times contemp- 
oraneous with and subsequent to the 
Cleveland free trade agitation and with 
still fresher memories of the boom that 
followed the enactment of the Dingley 
Bill wil hardly be prepared to sub- 
scribe to the Cleveland theories on the 
subject, and will be very much more 
inclined to a middle course, such as 
would be given popular definition in 
the phrase fair trade.“ 

Many things may occur within the 
next two years to change the political 
map, but itis unmistakably true that 
present indications point to the nomin- 
ation of Senator Gorman by the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention to be the 
standard-bearer of the party in the next 
great battle of the ballots.

The hundreds of thousands of cam- 
paign circulars sent out to the voters 
of Greater New York by Tammany sev- 
eral days before election are now being 
distributed through the mails. 

Not one Republican document sent 
through the General Post Office at the 
same time was permitted to lie dor- 
mant.

THE RECENT ‘CAMPAIGN, 

There have been many remarkable 
features about the campaign just clos 
ed. The President and members of 
the Cabinet have been most positive in 
their promises of reforms which the 
real leaders of the party oppose and op- 
pose yigorously. Mr, Moody har, on 
several occasions, promised the immed- 
iate repeal of the duty on anthracite 
coal, while Hanna, Aldrich, Allison, 
etal, have protested that there must be 
no change in the escred tariff sched- 
ules. Attorney General Knox has been 
promising the people that there would 
be additional legislation looking to the 
control of the truste. The real leaders 
have said, half heartedly, thst there 
would be a change in present statutes 
if it was demonstrated that such change 
was necessary, but Mr, Knox says un- 
qualifiedly that such change is neces- 
sary and points out the instances where 
he has been unable to prosecute trusts. 
because of the inadequacy of the law. 
The President has caused it to be made 
known that he intends to recommend a 
bi partisan board to consider tariff re- 
vision while Senator Hanna has assur- 
ed the people they must ''stand pat” 
and not permit any schedule to be 
revised. The Minnesota republicans 
have promised sweeping tariff reform 
and the eastern republicans have urged 
the reelection of the party because 


such re-election woula prevent tariff 
reform, 


The democrats, however, have ad- 
hered to one issue and that is tariff 
revision. They believe that the infant 
industries have been nursed into trusts 
by the tariff and they are anxious to 
reduce that tariff in the interest of the 
consumers Mr Bryan and Mr Cleve- 
land and Mr. Hill, all the ablest men 


in the party in fact. have stated the 


issue to be the same and have empha 
sized the necessity of tariff reduction 
for the welfare of the country.

Reveaue of State From Taxes. 


According to the official figures the 
total taxable basis of Maryland for 
Btate purposes is $606,857.808. The rev- 
enue at the State tax rate of 17 cents on 
$100 will be $1,183,658. The basis shows 
an increase of $23,045,895 over last 
year. 

The items which make up the rate of 
17 cenis on the $100, as fixed by the act 
of the extra session of 1902, are as fol- 
lows; 10} per cent for the school tax, 
N per cent for the payment of interest 
and creation of a sinking fund for the 
payment of the consolidated loan of 
1899, 14 per cent for the free schoolbook 
fund, three-fourths of one per cent. to 
meet the loan of 1902, one-half of one 
per cent for the Penitentiary loan, one- 
half of one per c.nt. for the state build- 
ing and improvement loan and one eight 
of one per cent. for the insane asylum 
loan. 

The taxable basis of the state in 1901 
was $648,812,408, the levy $1,091,481.09. 
The basis in 1900 was $010,710,782, the 
levy $1,004,677.61. 

The taxable basis of Wicomico coun- 
ty is 81,028, 602 and Worceiter $5,017,- 
042.

Discuss Cantaloupe Cullure 
Aad Marketing. 


The program for the Afth annual 
meeting of the Maryland State Horti- 
cultural Society is now béing distribut 
ed by the secretary, Prof. A. L. Quain- 
tance, of College Park. The session will 
be held in Dashane Post Hall, Balti- 
more, Thureday and Friday, December 
18 and 19, The society, although quite 
young, has already been of much value 
in developing and improving the horti- 
cultural conditions of the State. Its 
membership during the past year has 
increased to nearly 2,500, and includes 
the principal fruit and vegetable grow- 
ers of Maryland, as well as many in 
Delaware, Pennsylvania, Virginia and 
West Virginia. Special efforts are being 
put forth to make the forthcoming ses- 
sion the most successful in the history 
of the society. For the last two months 
owners of orchards in various parts of 
the State have been sending fruit to be 
put in cold storage here until it is plac- 


ed on exhibition during the gathe ring 
of the society. 


An interesting collection of beneficial 
and injurious insects and of the princi- 
pal plant diseases of the State is being 
prepared by the officers of tho Rtate 
Horticultural Department and will be 
displayed so that fruit grower: may sce 
at close range their most important 
friends and foes. Exhibits of fungicides, 
insecticides and spraying apparatus 
will also be made, thus bringing to- 
gether the pests themselves and the 
most approved means and methods of 
their suppression. This feature will no 
doubt prove of great value in view of 
the increasing ncceteity for the control 
of insects and fungous growths in suc 
cessful fruit culture, 


LESSON IN APPLE GROWING. 


Owing tothe great possibilitica for 
successful apple cultiyation in Mary- 
land a considerable part of one session 
will be devoted to a dircussion of the 
various problems connected with the 
growing and handling of this crop, 
The officers of the society have prevail 
ed upon Mr. L. A. Goodman, of Kansas 
City, Mo., to attend and discuss ""Prof- 
itable Apple Orcharding." Mr. Good- 
man is secretary of the Missouri State 
Horticultural Society and is fully con- 
versant with bis subject, being owner 
and manager of a 2,000 acre apple or- 
chard in the famous Ozark region. 

The growing and handling of cantal- 
oupes will be discussed by Mr. W. F. 
Allen and E. A, Pry, from the Eastern 
Shore and Blue Ridge sections of the 
State, respectively. Both of these gen- 
tlemen have found cantaloupe growing 
quite profitable and will be able to give 
much valuable information 

Prof. G. Herald Powell, of the Divis- 
ion of Pomology, United States Də-

LILY WHITE MOVEMENT. 

That the utmost vacillation and inde- 
cision has been shown by the President 
in bandiing the lily white" movement 
in the south is the opinion of all who 
have closely observed his actions in 
that connection. Apparently Mr, 
Roosevelt has abandoned the enterprise 
as hopeless and is mow prepared to re- 
turn to the old custom of maintaining 
a southern organization, with its con- 
comitants of colored republican office- 
holders, etc. He has removed two fed- 
eral office-holders in Alabama for their 
activity in eliminating the negro from 
the party councils and now it is re- 
ported that he has removed District At- 
torney Warren B. Reese for thy same 
cause For a considerable time, the 
President, encouraged Senator Jeter C. 
Pritohard to believe that he would 
have the assistance of the federal ad- 
ministration in his project. Senator 
Pritchari explained most forcibly to 
the President that the only hope of 
bailding up a successful republican’ 
party in the south must be based on the 
elimination of the negro and showed 
him thst so long as republicanism 
stood for negro officeholders, the bet- 
ter element of the south would vote 
democratic” regardless of their con- 
victions on national issues. Now, Mr. 
Roosevelt has abandoned the Senator 
and has returned to the old custom. 

That hehas done so is believed to 
suger that he expects to favor the re- 
striction of southern representation in 
Congress and that he believes he must 
take thezstep in order to solidify the 
southern delegations to the next nation- 
al convention. Soon after the convent- 
lon of Congress, it is said, Representa- 
tives Dick, Crumpacker and Dayton 
will be called in conference with the 
President and several members of the 
Cabinet to consider the subject of re- 
stricting southern representation and it 
is for that reason that Mr. Roosevelt, it 
is thought, has determined to resert to 
the old negro officeholder policy; of his

T. H. Hickman, foreman of the jury, 
said the v«rdict was reached on the first 
ballot. Colonel Butler, Mrs. Butler 
and their two sons, Congressman James 
J. and Edward, Jr., and their wives 
wero in the courtroom when the verdict 
was received. All eyes were turned 
toward Butler. 

An appeal to the State Supreme 
Court was made. Judge Hockaday fixed 
Butler's bond st $10,000, which was 
signed by a number of prominent men 
of Columbia. 


Rural Pree Delivery Recommendations, 


In the annual report ofthe First As- 
sistant Postmaster General the follow- 
ing recommendations are made; 

It is recommended that Congress 
make provision for a leave of absence, 
with full pay. for rural carriers, not to 
exceed 15 days in a fiscal year. 

Extension to rural carriers of power 
to receiye and register letters has prov- 
ed so acceptable a public benefit, it is 
said. that itis the purpose to further 
increase their usefulness by adding, un- 
der proper regulations, an extension of 
the money order system to rural routes. 
Rural carriers are now empowered to 
receipt for money orders, It is intend- 
ed, after January ist next, to empower 
them also to pay money orders at the 
residences of known patrons of the 
routes, 

The maximum fee for a money order 
($100) is 80 cents. It is recommended 
that the maximum be reduced to 25 
cents with proportionate reductions 
wherever the amount exceeds $50.

Chieago, Nov. 10.—The duty of 
Christian laymen to present the gospel 
invitation to people who haye not yet 
accepted it is enjoined in this sermon 
by Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage on 
the text Luke xiv, 23, “Go out into 
the highways and hedges and compel 
them to come In." 

Christ was comparing the kingdom 
bf heaven to a great banquet which 
God had prepared for his invited 
guests, who would not come. The 
Earl of Lelcester made great prepara- 
tions to receive Elizabeth, the “Virgin 
Queen ef England,” when she visited 
the castle halls of old Kenilworth. 
Not ouly was his banquet ball brilliant 
with many lights, but no sooner did 
the royal guest step upon the draw- 
bridge which led Into the castle than a 
raft, made as a floating island, came 
into view. Upon this floating island 
sat n benutitul woman. She was sur- 
rounded by her water nymphs. She 
came, as queen of the lake, to bend 
the knee in homage to the visiting 
queen. At night while the banquet 
went on the heavens were aflame with 
the illuminations of fireworks, “Such,” 
wrote the clerk of Queen Ellzabeth's 
council] chamber, "was the blaze of 
burning darts, the gleam of stars 
coruscant, the streams and hall of 
fiery sparks, lightnings of wildfire and 
flight-shot of thunderbolts, with con- 
tinuance terror and vebemency, that 
the heavens thundered, the waters 
surged and the earth shook, and for 
my part, hardy as I am, it made me 
vengeably afraid." But, though the 
queen lover made great and wonderful 
preparations to recelve his royal guest 
in the gorgeous banquet hall of old 
Kenilworth, he made no such prepara- 
tions as God had made in the parable 
to receive his heavenly guests, who 
would not come. 

But, as the divinely invited guests 
would not come, then God practically 
said: "I will have my banquet hall 
filled notwithstanding. If the guests 
for whom the banguet was prepared 
will not come to me, then i will send 
out for thore who will appreciate it. I 
will compel them to come in.“ So the 
Lord in the parable said to his serv- 
ants, as Christ now says to us church 
members, “Go out into the highways 
and hedges and compel them to 
come in.” The purpose of this dis- 
course is to show bow, as individual 
church members, we can become heav- 
enly coustrriners and present the gos- 
pel invitation to sinful men and women 
whom we meet in our dally walks of 
life. It is tu show how, by gospel con- 
secrnted work among Individuals, we 
can change an empty church into a 
crowded sanctuary and by depleting 
the places of evil resort we can ulti- 
mately make a full beaven. 

Mr. Moody's Plan. 

When some one asked Mr. Moody; 
“How shall we reach the masses for 
Christ? How shall we give the gospel 
Invitation to those sinners who are out 
in the highways and the hedges?" he 
bluntly answered his questioners, “Go 
after them.” But bow ore we to go 
after them? First, as Christ's disciples, 
we should begin our personal work 
among individuals by presenting the 
gospel of Jesus to those who are closest 
to us. We should present Christ first 
to our fathers and mothers, to our hus 
bands ond wives and brothers and sis- 
ters ond children, to our dear friends 
and to all who are bound to us by the 
ties of blood and love. We should do 
just the sume as Andrew, the brother 
of Philip, did when he was converted. 
No sooner did be see the face of Christ 
than he practically said to bimeelf: 
“Why, I must immediately go and hunt 
up my dear brother Philip. How hap- 
py I can make him! We have been side 
by side in all our joya and sorrows 
from the time we were born. He must 
&bnre today in my new hope" It is 
upon this action of Andrew, who at 
once went and ¢arried the gospel invi- 
tation to his brother, that the great 
“Brotherhood of Andrew and Philip” 
has been established. 

But, though tbe eternal salvation of 
our unrepentant: loved ones ought to 
be n perpetual cause of anxiety for us 
day in and day out, yet there are thou- 
sands and hundreds of thousands of 
church members who never think It 
obligatory for them to present the love 
of a living Christ to those who ought 
to be as dear to them as a Jonathan 
was to a David, a Damon to a Pyth 
laa or the memory of a murdered king 
of Denmark was to an avenging son. 
These church members are ready to In- 
vite those friends to their homes, but 
they are not willing to personally in- 
vite them to sit at the holiest of all ta- 
bles--the table of the blessed commun- 
lon. They are rendy to talk with their 
friends upon politics or business, but 
they nre not ready to discuss with them 
the greatest of all questions, “What 
shall it profit à man If he should gain 
the whole world and lose his own 
soul?” They are ready to sound the 
praisos of thelr friends to their other 
friends, but they are not ready to 
&onud forth to thelr earthly friends 


one earthly friend to another, but they 
are not anxious to make their 
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answered the father, 
am ready to do anything for you, but I 
can't go to church. Your mother, you 
know, attends to that part of the fam- 
ily duties, Besides, Helen, I bave a 
very Important meeting next Sunday 
with one of our New York boards, and 
I eannot go to church.” “Father,” per- 
sisted the young girl, “you say you 
love me. I belleve you do If I was 
to be married next Sunday, you would 
be there, would you not? Well, father, 
I om going to a more important cere- 
mony than any earthly: marriage. I 
am going to give my troth to Jesus 
Christ. He is to be more to me than 
ever nn carthly busband can be, and I 
want you to be there.” The tears be- 
gan to rain down the great financier’s 
cheeks as he answered, “Yes, Helen, 
I will go." As a result of that inyita- 
tion and that service the father gave 
his heart to God. He is today awaiting 
in heaven the advent of his Christian 
daughter, whose faithfulness led him 
to the foot of the cross. Oh, that you 
and I, a8 gospel evangelists, might be 
willing to begin our evangelistic work 
at home—begin by putting our arm 1n 
loving embrace about our dear friends 
whose affections mean so much to us 
and say: “Brother, sister, I cannot be 
truly happy unless you are happy with 
me in Christ. Will you come with me 
to meet my Saviour? Will you como 
now ?” 
Person&l Evangelistic Work. 

When John McLean, the famous as- 
sociate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States, was converted many 
years ngo, It was on a Sunday morn- 
Ing at church. On his way home he 
sald to his wife: “Mary, we have neg- 
lected our duty to Christ too long. We 
shall at once set up à family altar and 
have family prayers n8 soon as we ar- 
rive home" Rut. John," answered 
his wife, “we cannot do that at once. 
You have invited some prominent law- 
yers to dinner, and they will be wait- 
ing for us In the parlor now. Perhaps 
we might have family prayers in the 
back room, If you wish." “No,” an- 
swered the famous lawyer, who is long 
since dead; "the first time I ask Jesus 
Into my home I shall not sneak him in 
by the kitcben door. I shall ask him 
to enter my parlor" When Judge Mc- 
Lean entered the house, be Immediate- 
ly called the children together; then, 
after greeting his lawyer friends, he 
turned and sald: "Gentlemen, I gave 
my heart to Christ this morning. It is 
a very Important day In my life. I m- 
tend to start a family altar at once. I 
wish that you would join In family 
worship with me and my children and 
that my Christ might become your 
Christ. But if you are not willing to 
join we will be through with prayers 
In a little while, and then we will all 
go to dinner." As a result of that éar- 
nest plea not only did his family, but 
nlso his guests, kneel in prayer. One 
or two of those guests then and there 
gave their hearts to Christ. Would 
that we might all start our evangelis- 
tle work in our homes! Would that we 
all might obey the commandment of 
my text by Örst trying to bring our 
loved ones to know and to trust that 
Saviour whose love for the repentant 
sinner passeth all understanding! 

But the gospel Invitation ought to be 
given to the strangers who are within 
a Christian's gates as well as to the 
loved ones who have a right by the 
ties of blood to live there, It is non- 
sense for us to suppose that after we 
have gathered our fathers and mothers 
and wives and tosbands and children 
and a very few dear personal friends 
into the gospel lifeboat we have a 
right to haul in the plank and cast off 
the hawsers and set sall for heaven, 
deeming our Christian responsibilities 
fulüiled. No. Emphatieally no. The 
Christian's obligations are so farreach- 
ing toward hia fellow men that in the 
light of the gospel the poor traveler 
who was waylald by thieves on the 
road to Jericho was just as much a 
brother to the good Samaritan as if 
he bad been born in the snme cradle, 
sung to sleep by the same lullaby and 
reared In the same homestead. 

But, though the gospel teachings 
make the Jew and tbe gentile broth- 
erm, yet the average church member 
does not ffe] that he bas any direct 
responsibility in presenting the gospel 
invitation to the stranger that Is with- 
in lis gates. After the minister bas 
preached some Sunday a pertinent ser 
mon upon this overwhelming text, “Ge 
out into the highways and bedges 
and compel them to come in," this 
average church member accosts the 
pastor with words like the following: 
“Why. my dear pastor, you would not 
expect me to stand in the aisle of the 
church and ask the stranger to come 
Into the after meeting, would you? I 
am a young girl It would not be 
proper for a young lady to speak to 
strange men and women, even in a 
church. without an introduction." Or 
some young man would say: “Preach- 
er, 1 am a church member, but I can- 
not do what you want me to do. You 
surely would not expect me, when I 
am riding along in a railroad train, to 
talk about Christ with every man who

The Fault of the Pews. 

Bo, todny, I lay the blame for the 
lack of spiritual results in our 
churches far more upon the pews than 
I do upon the pulpits. God knows, I 
do not believe that our ministers are 
perfect men, but most of them are 
earnest men, intense men. They would 
do anything In their power to bring 
immortal souls to Christ. But the 
trouble {s when the average minister 
of the gospel announces an after meet- 
ing, where sinners can be brought face 
to face with Christ, nine-tenths, aye, 
ninety-nine-hundredths, of all the 
church members will get up and put 
on thelr hats and go home. They will 
not only by their nctions refuse to 
personally extend an Invitation to the 
men and women who nre sitting by 
their side, but they will absolutely re- 
fuse to go into the after meetings and 
talk with sinners who are trying to 
find Christ. This charge which 1 make 
against the church members I make 
not only against the laymen, but also 
against the church officers. | make it 
ngalust the elders nnd the deacons and 
the trustees. I make It In the strength 
of the overwhelming fact that you 
derejet church members cannot find a 
great evangelistic preacher who 1s nc- 
complishing any greft good for Christ 
Satz BAGH of "earnest "kurek 
workers, Yet you can find today 
church after church in our land that 
1s nothing more or less than a slaugh- 
ter house for ministerial usefulness. 
Their pastors will win great spiritual 
successes before they come to them, 
and those pastors will win great spir- 
{tual successes after they leave them, 
but while they are in those spiritually 
dead churches the pastors will stumble 
about blinded and helpless, as did the 
mighty Samson, bound with fetters of 
brass, with his two eyes out, grinding 
about in the prison house of Gaza, 
Those evangelistic ministers are spir- 
itually helpless in such churches be- 
cause the people, the common church 
members, wil not unite as a working 
force and persovally present the gospel 
of Jesus Christ to the strangers who 
come among them. Instead of derid- 
ing and underestimating the power of 
the ministry, it is high time for some 
one to thunder a plillipplc against the 
indifference of the selfish church mem- 
bers who refuse to spiritually support 
the pulpit, as the pew always ought 
loyally to do. 

The gospel invitation should be pre- 
sented by the church members to their 
friends and to the strangers wherever 
they may be found, because the vast 
majority of sinners never enter the 
church at all. Therefore, if they do 
not have Christ presented to them on 
the street, in the office, In the railroad 
trains nnd even Im the kitchen, they 
wll! never be Invited at all, Mr, Beech- 
er once powerfully said, '"The longer 
I live the more confidence I have in 
those sermons preached where one man 
ls a minister and one man Is the con- 
gregation, where there fs no question 
as to who is meant when the preacher 
says, "Thou art the man!" T belleve 
Mr. Beecher was right when he made 
that statement, but I belleve he was 
right even in a larger sense. The lon- 
ger I live the more confidence I have In 
those sermons that are preached where 
one man ls n minister and one man is 
a congregation, because such a gospel 
service can be held everywhere. It can 
use the mechanic’s bench for a pulpit; 
It can have the lceman's cart for a 
moving tnbernacle; it can carry the 
Bread of Life to the sinner who would 
otherwise never be willing to receive 
that bread over the pulpit desk. Be- 
sides, the minister in such a case does 
not have to be an ordained theological 
student, but need be simply an earnest 
consecrated layman pleading for Christ 
with the sinner who Is standing by his 
side in the village store. 

Saving n Sinfel World. 

If all church members were to be- 
come earnest and consecrated evangel- 
Ista, it would not take very long for 
this whole sinful world to see the sun- 
rise burst of the millennial dawn. Sure 
ly it would not be too much to expect 
that one such evangelist as Mr. Beech- 
er described should at least win one 
soul a year for Christ, yet Dr. William 
Morley Punsbon, the great English 
Methodist, once made the startling 
statement: "If every disciple today 
were to call only one person to Christ 
each year nnd that one were to call 
one other, how swiftly tbe world would 
be wholly converted! There are today 
millions of true believers In the world. 
But if there were only 100 see how 
quickly the work would grow. In less 
than twenty-five years the world would 
be converted. for this would double the 
number of disciples ench year.” After 
such an impressive statement, will any 
one say that the gospel invitation, 
which enn be given dally by the church 
members, would amount to but little 
in the salvation of a sinful world? 

To show the importance of n Chris 
tian layman's work 1 cannot do better 
in closing this sermon than quote two 
illustrations from the personal expert- 
ence of H. Clay Trumbull, the well 
known editor of the Sunday School 
Times. Mr, Trumbull's early life was 
spent im Stonington, Conn. There a 

revival swept the town, and 
many of the companions of his youth 
Joined the church, among whom was à 
young man who was one of bi» most 


to another.” 

which he was converted, Mr. Trum- 
bull went to one of his fellow work- 
men and fold him he had been con- 
verted, He urged hls friend also to 
accept Christ. This friend turned to 
him and said: “Trumbull, your words 
cut me to the heart. You little know 
how they rebuke me I have long 
been a professed follower of Christ, 
and you have never suspected this, 
although we've been in close associa- 
tion in house and office for years. May 
God forgive me for my lack of faith- 
fulneas" Aye, may God today forgive 
us all, ministers and laymen alike, if 
we have shown the same negligence 
as these two young men who came 
into II. Olay Trumbull’s life. May 
God teach us, one and all, the power 
of person: testimony for Christ. And 
may we one and all be willing to make 
the resolution D. L. Moody made a 
short time after his conversion—"T 
here and now promise that no day 
hereafter shall pass unless I have per- 
sonally presented my Saviour to at 
least one immortal soul. So help me, 
Jesus, in my vow! Amen."

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Auesidon Ot Nebrarkan Farmers And 
Others Attracted By The Climate, 
Pacilities And Resource Of 
Oar Favored State. 


Maryland hgs been overlooked by 
many in tbe rush to ooyupy the lands 
of the far west, but there are evidences 
that the tide ia turning. A delegation 
of Nebraska farmera have been in 
Maryland for several weeks with a view 
to purchasing land on which to locate 
permanently, In speaking of the im 
pressions and knowledge gained by the 
visit one of the number said: 

„We are all farmers, Owning our 
property in Nebraska, but owing to the 
extreme cold and poor facilities for 
reaching the markets with our pro- 
duct we have been casting about for 
sometime to locate in some State where 
we can better our condition. I think 
I can speak for all of us when I tay 
that from what we have teen we are 
greatly pleased with Maryland, especi- 
ally your climate and the many facili 
ties which are afforded farmers to 
market their produce. We are so 
pleased with the State that we have 
determined to purchase land here; in 
fact, we hate selected the property to 
settle upon, but owing to your system 
of land renting we find we cannot get 
possession of the farms for a year. Bo 
we will return home and come back 
next spring, when we can close the 
deal for the property. I feel assured 
that if many of our farmers in the 
Northwest could only see your State 
they would be only too glad to settle 
here.“ 

This conclusion of the Nebraska 
farmers is not at all surprising to those 
who are familiar with the great un- 
developed resources of our State.

The Slow bet Sure Ones Are the 
Mind That Always Win.

Do not be downhearted or discour 
aged if your son is behind in his class. 
It is a very common occurrence for a 
backward boy, one who was beaten by 
all at school, to shoot ahead later on. 

What becomes of all the wonderfully 
precocious children? = 

It is very often the case that the 
clever boys who gain. prizes by their 
greater quickness and facility later on 
in Ute, when effort and perseverance 
are needed, do not possess those quali- 
ties or have not had them developed, 
while the dunce who endeavored, 
struggled and did his best, now can 
prove the worth of those qualities that 
in his school days seemed of so little 
use. 

Encourage your dull children, for you 
cannot tell but that through the ald of 
your sympathy and encouragement 
they may turn out to be brilliant men. 

Three of our greatest generals were 
dunces. General Sheridan showed so 
little capacity as n boy that his mother 
introduced him to one of his tutors as 
an “incorrigible dunce.” 

General Ulysses Grant was called 
"Useless Grant” by his mother because 


-Of his dullness as a boy. 


Stonewall Jackson was noted for his 
slowness, but at the same time was re- 
markable for his indefatigable appli- 
cation and perseverance. 

Mr. Smiles, the author of “Self Help,” 
tells a story of a boy in his clats at 
school who was one of the greatest of 
Qunces. 

One teacher after another had tried 
his skill upon him and failed. Mr. 
Smiles says: “Corporal punishment, the 
fool's cap, coaxing and earnest en- 
treaty proved alike fruitless, 

“Sometimes the experiment was tried 
of putting him at the top of his class, 
and it was curious to note the rapidity 
with which he gravitated to the inevi- 
table bottom, 

“The youth was given up by his 
teachers as an incorrigible dunce, one 
of them pronouncing him to be a ‘stu- 
pendous booby.’ Yet, slow though he 
was, this dunce had a sort of dull en- 
ergy of purpose in him that grew ‘with 
his muscles and his manhood, and, 
strange to say, when he at length came 
to take part In the practical business 
of life he was found heading most of 
his school companions, and eventually 
left the greater number of them far 
behind. 

“The last time the author heard of 
him he was chief magistrate of bis na- 
tive town.”

Live Hurtal Experiments, 

Many persons have a borror of being 
buried alive, whieh is why experi 
ments in testing whether one 1s really 
dead or not when be appears so are at- 
tracting attention in Europe. The ex: 
periments of 4 Dr. Icard have been so 
successful that they bave been ap- 
proved by the French Academy of 
Sciences. The doctor uses the well 
known coloring matter Suorescin, 
which he injects into the body. If a 
person ts really dend, tbe fluorescin 
has no effect whatever, but if there is 
any life yet remaining the body quick- 
ly becomes yellow and the eyes groen- 
ish in color. These symptoms will re 
main for ove or possibly two hours and 
then disappear. Many persons declare 
that the existence of life can be discov- 
ered by the use of the X ray, but it is 
not alwayw possible to bave an X ray 
apporatus en hand in doubtful cases, 
whereas Guorescin can always be pro- 
cured, 


White House China. 

The magnificent china service for the 
White House which is being designed 
at tbe Wedgwood potterles at Stoke, 
England, will arrive some time lu De- 
eomber. The design and pattern are 
of Mrs. Roosevelt's selection. 

The china will be the first service of 
English manufacture to be used at the 
White House. The famous twenty- 
five thousand dollar service purchased 
by Mrs, Hayes was from the Haviland 
firm of France, 

The new service is plain white with 
a gold border, with the seal of the 
United States In colors on each piece. 
The shapes are colonial, This ts the 
first time that the arms of the United 
States have been used for the decora- 
tion of White House tableware. The 
design and shapes bare beeu copy- 
righted and may not be duplicated ex- 
cept by permission of the president, 
The set consists of 1,856 pieces.

The King’s Shilling, 

Rather curiously it appears that the 
new King Edward shilling has found 
ite way to London from Belgium, 
While not in general circulation aa yet 
in the Angio-Baxon capital, a few of 
them were paid out lu the city within 
the last few days, haviug arrived in a 
consignment of coins recelved from 
abroad. 

The Bank of England, it seems, was 
not aware that there had been a new 
issue from the royal mint. 

The new coln has the advantage of 
being at least origina! in design, and, 
while severely plain on the obverse, is 
sufficiently decorative in its arrange 
ment to lend us to hope that the medal- 
Hats who have charge of the designing 
and cutting of the dies from which the 
British coins are struck are learning 
something of the delicacies of the art 
from the French. 

It is te be presumed that they will 
shortly, be in general circulation, 
though further tnquiry at the bank 
draws forth no further information as 
to when this may be expected, and the 
puzzie is still unsolved as to bow the 
coins actually made their appearance 
abroad before they were known 1n Lon- 
don. 


Mis Red Neckties, 

J. Howard Jacobs of Reading, Pa. 
who died recently, was buried wearing 
a red necktie. Around this fact there

who was one of the leading lawyers of 
eastern Pennsylvania, wore a red tle 
for tbe first time twelve years ago at 
an important case that he was trying.

To those who have delved into the 
myeteries of persimmon crop lore, who 
have gathered statistics of the relation 
between full persimmon treee and zero 
marks on the thermometer, the forecast 
is beyond denial. 

To those city folks and country folks 
to whom the abundance of the persim- 
mon yield is notan all convincing ar- 
gument of the future state of weather, 
these forecasts present another unfail- 
ing sign, free of cost, that the wintry 
blasts will blow and that the king of 
the Arctic regions will tranfer his 
sceptre to these parts. 

The cornhusks are heavy, and when 
cornhusks are heavy—oh, my !—look 
out for & continuous performance of 
falling snowflakes and howling b!asts. 


SOME OrHER SIGNS. 


One agriculturist living near the 
mountains says the real cold weather 
will not set in before the middle of De- 
cember, perhaps not then for the reas- 
on that the enakes are still to be seen on 
top of the ground. He says that snakes 
invariably take to their holes for the 
winter at least two months before cold 
weather sets in for good. That there 
will be no heavy enow he regards as 
certain from the fact that the mountain 
grass and other wild growth is now 
high enough to in tothe moun- 
tain birds ‘owls. Nature, says he, 
is not cruel enough. to starve the in- 
nocent birds. 

If leaves hang persistently to many 
trees after frosts there will be plenty of 
snow this winterr The heavy coats of 
fur on the fur bearing animals also 
show that the winter is likely to be 
severe. 

Probably one of the most generally 
accepted weather indications is the last 
Friday of each month. As the weather 
is that day, so, it is said, will be the fol- 
lowing month. If there isa thaw bê- 
tween Christmas and New Year's a 
thaw every month of that winter is ex- 
pected, and if there is a green Christ- 
mas a fat cemetery is predicted. 

One farmer in Western Maryland no- 
tices that hornets have built their nests 
among the highcst branches of trees, 
which, he says, is a sure indication of a 
a hard winter. 

Another weather observing farmer 
predicts a cold winter because guats in 
swarms have disappeared. 


THE GOOSEBONE. 


But wait until Elias Harts, the fam- 
ous goosebone prophet of Reading, Pa, 
shall have been heard from before you 
are fully convinced as to what the win- 
ter will be. For 66 years Prophet Hartz 
has foretold the kind of winter and his 
friehds say that he bas seldom missed 
it. Farmers consult him as to possible 
conditions before going ahead with 
their farm work. . 

Early in the spring Mr. Hartz pays a 
visit to the country and selects a new 
born goose, Sometimes he picks out 
three or four. They are placed in a sep. 
arate pen from the others and he pays 
monthly visits to the farm to watch 
their growth. On Thanksgiving Day 
he makes his last visit and selects the 
best goose of the lot and it is killed, 
From this goose he takes the breast. 
bone, and from it all of bis predictions 
are made. 

Hartz declares that he is always ac- 

curate in foretelling the weather with 
the aid of the goosebone. He was 
taught to use it, he says, by an old Irish- 
map for whom he worked when a young 
man. 
He is a close observer of all predio- 
tions made at the Government Weath- 
er Bureau, and says the weather ex- 
ports often miss it. On one occasion, 
he says, a report was sent out that the 
weather would be clear and cold. 
From his goosebone he predicted a 
heavy snow storm, and he asserts his 
prediction came true. He then wrote 
to the weather chief, informing him of 
his mistake. 

In former years the Berka County 
Agricultural Sooiety refused to be 
guided by Mr. Harts predictions and 
had some yery bad weeks at a great 
financial loss. Now the members con- 
sult him, and were guided in holding 
this year’s fair by choosing the dates 
for clear weather furnished by the vet- 
eran prophet. 

Each year the Reading Trotting As- 
sociation consults Mr. Harts as to the 
outlook for the weather, Any week 
he may name is chosen by the associ- 
ation, and never onoe has Mr. Hartz 
mlaned it. 


cannot be called a fire, Such an ar 
rangement is more economical, to be 
sure, than an open fire, and throws out 
more heat into theroom; but that is 
the best that can be said of it, We 
like to watch the play of the flames, as 
they chase each other up the back 
bricks of the chimney, 4 air-tight 
stove is only a prison fora fire.

The merriment is thrown off 
in sparks of wit and snapping repartee, 
The laughter goes around with such a 
roar that the soot ia shaken from the 
bricks above, bringing an inquisitive 
breeze from the hallway to tee what 
the matter ie, Meanwhile, we sit be- 
side those jocular flames and dream, ur 
meditate, or make the plan of a sermon. 


Sometimes we are reminded of boy- 
hood days Yonder blazes. are first 
cousins to those of the bonfires that we 
then started, and that now are greeting 
the vision of memory. Dangerous 
pastime for boys, the making of a fire, 
But wasthere ever a boy that did not 
delight in it? If so, he must have been 
a dead boy. Kindled in the backyard 
of the vacant lot, after a visit on tip- 
toes to the match safe, going softly for 
fear of disturbing mother at her read- 
ing, those fires were more of a joy than 
the best game of ball that was over 
played, and for the resbon, of course, 
that there was an element of peril in 
them. 

Then another silent yisit tothe house, 
and a return to the bonfire with our 
pockets bulged away out beyond their 
normal proportions, Unloading them of 
a cargo of sweet potatoes, we pr pared 
a banquet that was fit for a king, Sweet 
potatoes roasted in an oven fever had 
the taste of those that we drew out from 
a bonfir», harpooning them with a long 
stick used as a fork, Burnt to a crisp on 
the outside, the inside was a small gold 
mine of flakiness. 

That boyhood cooking has sent its 
odors along more years than we care to 
tell. Those odors recall precious mem- 
ories. Little did we then dream of the 
changesthat were before us, Blessed ig- 
noranoe of the future! The experiences 
of the past have ever kept us from wish- 
ing to know what shall be on the morrow. 
After one bas seen a father and mother 
carried forth from the old homesttad, 
and shed tears over two heaps of earth 
side by side in the graveyard, he does 
not care to have the veil of the unknown 
lifted. The secrets of God are better in 
His own hands, Bufficient.anto the 
day is the evil thereof, Likewise is the 
good. A knowledge of the shadows to 
come would unnerve us for present 
duty. So would arevelation of coming 
brightness. Itis woll to live only a 
moment at a time. In this arrange- 
ment of His providence is seen the wis- 
dom and kindness of God. 


But how we repeat the pastimes of 
childhood in adult hfe! Our pleasure 
in sitting beside a fire ou the hearth is 
the old pleasure of watching a bonfire 
send ite writhing flames and pillars of 
smoke into the sir. The satisfaction 
that warms the heart after finishing a 
task is the joy of pulling our own sweet 
potatoes cut of the blaze. We are all 
children of & larger growth. The sport 
of early days develops into the work of 
maturer years. We pass on impercep- 
tibly from one to the other, hardly 
knowing where the one ends and the 
other begins The imaginary store be- 
comes a real one. The driviig of a 
broomstick is followed by the guiding 
of a horse of flesh and blood. The 
fancied train of cars is succeeded by 
one that thunders with great apeed ov- 
er the rails. The nursing of a family 
of dolls through the diseases of infancy 
is & preparation for the anxious nights 
of genuine sickness. Boys are little 
men, and girls are little women, After- 
wards men are boys, and women are 
girls. Old age isa return to childish- 
nem. Life moves around in a circle, 


Our hearth fire, however, starts a 
different line of thought. It is a pio- 


tude, and in the chill of dying embers! 
That is p»esimiam. It will finally bring 
naught but a black chimney anda beap 
of white ashes. Quick, O man, O wom 
put no more wood, and blow thoss van- 
ish arks into fame!

The small fish says to himself: "If I 
can only get to the side of the tank 
before the bass gets me, I have a fight- 
ing chance. Unless he is exceptionally 
clever he cannot get me without hurt- 
Ing his snout when he jumps for me." 
He succeeds in reaching the white tile 
side and finds there many of his fel- 
lows. They swim along the tank side 
in groups, and the bass leave them 
alone for a time. 

But, unfortunately for them, 
hunter is as wily as his game. The 
larger "killes" swallowed, he turns 
his attention to those gliding along the 
basin's side. He creeps up behind 
them and drives a number together. 
Then, skilifully darting upwatd at an 
angle which will just save his snout, 
he opens his mouth as he slides along 
the side, and in tumble a half dozen 
of the little fellows.

Well Up In Geography. 

Our system of public Instruction does 
not always show its impress upon those 
who become public men. The late 
Venezuelan question called out queries 
that were of interest to our minister to 
that country, who made note of them. 

In December, 1802, a western mem- 
ber of the United States congress arose 
in bis place and seriously asked, "Where 
is Venezuela anyhow?’ This was pend- 
Ing a proposition to consolidate the mis- 
sions to Venezuela and Guatemala, the 
impression being that the two republics 
were adjacent countries. 

Another member, equally well up in 
geography and equally enthusiastic in 
his advocacy of economy, wanted to 
consolidate the missions to Venesuela, 
Ecuador and Peru. 

It was during the same year that a 
Bt. Louis merchant wrote to our minis- 
ter at Caracas to find out "the most 
avallable seaport of Venezuela on the 
Pacific" A cattle dealer in Colorado 
inquired whether, in order to visit 
Maracaibo, it would be necessary to 
sall via Europe. Soon afterward a to 
bacconist in Virginia wrote to ask 
whether it would be advisable to ship 
samples via the isthmus of Panama.

under the circumstances, 

If a chaplain gets Into the army now, 
after the examinations alrendy held to 
which designated candidatcs are sub- 
jected, it must be assumed they are 
good enough to continue jn their work. 
If they make worthy Sa as cap- 
tains, they will make worthy chaplains 
as majors There ate instances of in- 
feriority, but that distinction is not 
confined to the chaplains, who by a 
vast majority are good men, true to 
their calling, arduous and sealous in 
their efforts. Some of them ensily de- 
serve promotion, and it won't be any 
great sacrifice of the public funds if 
one or two incompetents profif by the 
integrity of their more conscientious 
associates. 

It would be a hárd matter to estab- 
lish a system of supervision by which 
the chaplains are selected for advance- 
ment. The method of choosing accord- 
ing to longevity is the easiest and most 
Just, probably, if for no other reason 
than that the chaplain who is found 
unworthy of advancement to a major- 
ity is equally unqualified to serve ns a 
captain and ought to be wholly re- 
tired. The chaplains do not seem to 
be concerned in the movement for leg- 
islation. At all events, none of them is 
conspicuous in the preliminaries. The 
project is likely to be a feature of the 
army appropriation bill of the short 
seasion,—Army and Navy Register. 


Crushing a New Sect. 

The sultan of Turkey has ordered 
the extirpation, by as severe methods 
as can be devised, so as to teach a les- 
son, it is reported, of a new religious 
sect that has made great headway in 
Damascus. The new religion la not 
Jewish or Mohammedan or Christian, 
but a sort of medley of all three. It 
teaches that neither Mohammed nor 
Christ was a divine person, though 
their existence is admitted. They were 
simply great philosophers who were 
endowed with powers to perform cer- 
tain miracles. More Interesting, how- 
ever, is that the members, having ad- 
mitted some belief in Islam, are al- 
lowed a plurality of wives, while as a 
recognition of Christianity they are not 
forbidden to be total abstainers from 
strong drink. It is an enticing religion 
to those who have no desire to place 
too great a curb on their passions, and 
such are common in the land of the 
Turk; hence probably so great a num- 
ber of recruits that the attention of 
the sultan and the sublime porte was 
attracted to It. 


A Missing Word.

In 
nddition, however. to congressmen and 
senators and state and local officehold- 
ers who give their service’, there are 
hundreds of speakers of various po- 
litical faiths who neither hold nor ex- 
pect to hold publie office who would 
regard the offer of payment for n po- 
litical speech as an Insult. Neverthe 
less. the spellbinder must get what 
comfort he can from the triumph of bis 
cause, for the world will not credit bim 
with disinterestedness, and hls best 
friends, out of politics, think him hired. 

The orator of an earlier generation 
has had his day. The modern spell- 
binder, like the man of business, the 
soldier, the Salvation Army evangelist, 
concerns himself more with results 
than conventional methods, with mat- 
ter rather than form.—Colonol Curtis 
Guild, Jr., in Scribner's.

Besides there are instances in which 
both husbane and wife are employed 
in the government service, and their 
combined incomes give them a great 
advantage over other clerks. With the 
War Department advising young offic- 
ers to remain single and the Postmaster 
General prohibiting marriage by the 
women clerks under his supervision, 
the impression might be created that 
the government is opposed to the insti- 
tution. This, however, is not the case, 
and the stand taken by two depart- 
mente against marriage by employes 


shot an Ohian who made insulting re- 
marks about southern women. How- 
ever much commercialism may haye in- 


the south can rally, and the man who 
dares assail it may expect just such 
summary resentment as was dealt out 
by the gallant Tennessean to the Ohio 
calumniator of southern women.

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


Pastor of Jefforson Park Presby- 
terian Caurch, Chicago 


Chicago, Nov. 23. — The similarities 
and the contrasts of our approaching 
anniversary with that celebrated by 
the pilgrim fathers of the seventeenth 
century are vividly sketched In this 
sermon by Rev, Frank De Witt Tal- 
mage on the text Psalm c, 4, “Be thank- 
ful unto him.” 

Thanksgiving day of 1620 1s our theme 
today, Plymouth rock is the pulpit. 
Tpe mighty trees of the American for- 
ests are the massive pillars of the sanc- 
tuary. Our dome is the blue skies of 
the heavens. The sunshine of the “In- 
dian summer,” which derived its name 
from the time of Massasoit's visit to 
the Plymouth colony to be the pilgrims’ 
guest on thelr first Thanksgiving day, 
shall be our illumination, The waves 
of the fathomless deep, with their white 
fingers of foam playing upon the many 
k of projecting rock, shall lead in 
our singing. The bold, bluff hillsides 
overlooking the barbor of Plymouth 
shall be our auditorium, And we shall 
gather within these four walls as wor- 
shipers the stern faced, iron muscled 
and godly voyagers of the little sailing 
ship Mayflower, whose sacrifices made 
the pilgrims’ first Thanksgiving day a 
possibility. Surely, if Governor Brad- 
ford and Elder Brewster and Captain 
Miles Standish and Edward Winslow. 
and Isaac Allerton and John Alden 
and that little band of twoscore and 
ten men and women and children had 
anything to be thankful for 281 years 
ago we Americans now living ought to 
welcome the Thanksgiving day of 1902 
with open arms After the example of 
our noble ancestors, whose names have 
made the Plymouth colony immortal, 
we should never cease to thank God 
for the goodnesses and the mercies he 
has showered upon us and our land 
during the past twelve months. 

The proclamation which President 
Theodore Roosevelt Bent forth a few 
days ago, appointing the day when the 
autumnal queen of American festivals 
shall summon all people to worship at 
the sacred altars of church and home, 
was very similar in spirit to the verbal 
proclamation which Governor Brad- 
ford gave to the pilgrim fathers and 
mothers in the autumn of 1021. The 
first Thanksgiving day was really a 
harvest home festival. On that mem- 
ofable morning the new governor—for 
John Carver, the first governor, had 
lately died—personally led his people 
and guests into tbe house of worship, 
where a religious service was held. 
There the psalms were sung. There 
the prayers were offered. There Elder 
William Brewster thanked God that 
he who had fed the flying birds and 
had clothed with fur the wild beasts 
of the forests had fed and clothed and 
protected them. Then the rest of the 
day was spent as a home day, as a day 
of feasting and frolic and fun. Let me 
read to you the account which Edward 
Winslow, the historian of the famous 
colony and one of the participants, 
wrote in reference to that day: 

"Our harvest being gotten in, our 
governor, William Bradford, sent four 
men on fowling, so that we might re- 
jolce after n special manner, zfter we 
bad gathered the fruits of our labors. 
At which time, among other recrea- 
tions, we exercised our arms, many of 
the Indians coming among us, among 
the rest thelr grentest king, Massasoit, 
with some ninety men, who for three 
days we entertained and feasted. And 
they went out and killed five deer, 
which they brought to the plantation 
and bestowed upon our governor and 
upon Captain Miles Standish and oth- 
ers. And although it be not always 
Bo plentiful as it was at this time with 
us, yet by the goodness of God we are 
so far from want that we often wish 
you partakers of our plenty.” 

The First Thanksgiving. 

Yes, even among all thelr sorrows 
and troubles the piligrim fathers had 
many, many blessings surrounding 
them on that firat Thankagiving day. 
And it is to catalogue some of their 
ancient blessings, as well as some of 
the multitudinous blessings of our own 
time, that I preach this sermon. 

The piligrim fathers rejoiced in re- 
ligtous liberty. They rejoiced that they 
could not only worship Christ in their 
own way and according to thelr own 
belief, but also because as Congrega- 
tionalists they could select their own 
pastors and elders and deacons and 
have their own kind of church gov- 
ernment. It was in order to win this 
religious liberty that the little band of 
pilgrims first endured the persecutions 
in the village of Scrooby, England. It 
was to win this kind of religious Hb- 
erty that in 1000 they emigrated from 
the English shores and became exiles 
in Amsterdam. It was in order to win 
this religious liberty that the little 
band of pilgrims in 1610 broke away 
from Amsterdam and, under thelr pas 
tor, the famous John Robinson, went 
to Leyden, and it was in order to win 
this religious liberty that the immortal 
102 passengers of the Mayflower final

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any Lord Claverhouse pounding 
our door or without hearing the tramp 
of any "Bloody" McKenzie's hirelings 
ready to lead us out to execution. 
When 10 o'clock comes next Thursday 
morning and we hear the bells of God's 
sanctuary tolling, let us be thankful 
that we do not have to worship our 
Heavenly Father In secret, as the early 
Christians used to do in the dark cata- 
combe of ancient Rome or as the pil- 
grims before their embarkation secret- 
ly did it in the stable of the Scrooby 
manor house. When next Thursday 
we sit down to a Thanksgiving dinner 
and say grace, our children and loyed 
ones being gathered about the dining 
room table, groaning under the weight 
of the best viands the markets afford, 
may we thank God that that dinner 
will not be stopped on account of that 
grace. O religious liberty, thou art 
not always honored in this twentieth 
century, for the living have never seen 
the dagger of bigotry driven into thy 
rich, warm, throbbing heart! O re- 
ligious liberty, before whose shrines 
Cromwell's Ironsides made the earth 
tremble and at whose altars the cove- 
nanters and the pligrims were ready 
to sacrifice their lives, may we be ready 
to rapturously greet thee next Thurs- 
day morning and to reverently touch 
the pure white hem of thy garment 
with the holy kiss of thankful lips! It 
was for this religious liberty that the 
pligrim fathers thanked God in 1621. 
It is for religious liberty that we, their 
children, ought to welcome the au- 
tumnal queen of American festivals. 
With humble prayer and fasting 
In every strait and grief 
They sought the Everlasting * 
And found a sure relief. 
Their covenant-God o'ershadowed them, 
Their shield from every foe, 


And gave them here a dwelling place 
Two hundred years ago. 


* The Lesson of the Pilgrims. 

My friend, there ought to be a lesson 
for you in the pilgrim fathers’ grati- 
tude to God for the supplying of their 
necessary temporal wants. You may 
not be a millionaire. You may not 
have o big bank account nor enough 
money to keep you in ense if you 
ceased to work; but, Uke the pilgrim 
fathers of old, on this Thanksgiving 
day of 1902 you can thank God that 
you have a home in which to live, no 
matter how humble that home may be. 
You can thank God that you have 
enough clothes to keep you warm and 
enough good, plain, wholesome food to 
eat. Should your table be simply 
spread you can thank God with the 
same bumble, beautiful Christian spir- 
it with which Elder William Brewster 
of Plymouth colony gave thanks. Al- 
though the bread supply and the coffee 
and tea supply and nearly all other 
supplies for months bad failed, and he 
and his family for weeks at a time 
were compelled to live upon fish alone, 
yet William Brewster used to gather 
his children about his table and utter 
& devout grace. With nothing bet 
clams and oysters for breakfast, An- 
ner and tea month in and month eut, 
Willam Brewster used to thank God 
“that they were permitted to exjey the 
abundance of the sea and the treasures 
hid in the sand." j 

But, although a few of us may thank 
God merely for the bare necessaries, 
most of us can thank him next Thurs. 
day morning Tor the luxuries as welll 
Our national prosperity was never as: 
great as today. If we were to cross. 
the seas and recount te the inhabitants 
of any other land all the temporal 
blessings with whieh: we are surround 
ed, those foreign imhabitznts would not 
believe the Utopian. stories we would 
tell them. They wund be as skeptical 
about our Muncimusen-Dke tales as the 
relatives of oue of Dr William. 8. 
Breckinridge's parishioners were sup 
posed to be. 

It was during a time of great plenty 
in Kentucky. Wood at that time was so 
abundant as to: be practically without 
value. But ene day this parishioner 
came to Dr. Breckibridge and asked 
him to write tœ his family iu Ireland. 
Among other things he sald, “Tell 
them I have meat twice a week, with- 
out tan.“ “Why, Patrick," said Dr. 
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and daughters sometimes drifted away 
from the principles of thelr fathers. 
They not only fell into the sinful habits 
of this European city, but they married 
the sons and the daughters of the for- 
eigners. They enlisted in the foreign 
navies and went forth as free lances to 
the foreign wars, and it was in order 
to save their own flesh and blood from 
the sinful contact of the “uncircum- 
cised Philistines,” as well as for reli- 
gious liberty, that the pilgrim fathers 
turned their backs upon the land of 
their adoption and the homes of their 
friends, Shall we not, then, on this 
Thanksgiving day of 1902 be thankful 
that we can rear our children in a land 
whose silver dollar is stamped with 
the suggestive motto “In God We 
Trust?’ Taking our little children's 
faces between our two hands and look- 
ing lovingly and earnestly into the 
depths of their pure eyes, can we not 
be thankful that both we and they are 
living in Christian communities where 
human affections are held sacred and 
where purity is not an oddity and prac- 
tically monopolized, as of old, by a 
few vestal virgins consecrated to life- 
long service in a heathen templé? Can 
we not thank God that our children are 
not breathing the morally depraved at- 
mosphere of some less fortunate land 
whose daughters are sold like chattels, 
never even seeing nuptial day, and 
where a wife is regarded as disgracing 
a family when she becomes the mother 
of a daughter instead of a son? 

We place a priceless value upon the 
physical lives of our children, Shall we 
not also place a priceless value upon 
their spiritual welfare? How much 
we value them few of us realize until 
we are brought face to face with the 
sore trial of parting from them. I used 
to consider myself a poor man financial- 
ly until a few years ago. I never do so 
now after the following experience: I 
had been visiting my motber in the east 
and was returning with my wife and 
little daughter to my Pittsburg home. 
Being very fired from overwork, I lay 
down in the cars to sleep. Meanwhile 
my little baby daughter began to smile 
and nod her head at a stern faced man 
rending across tbe aisle. She held out 
her hands for him to take her. After 
awhile his face lighted up with an an- 
awering smile, He took the baby on 
his lap and played with her hour after 
hour. As we neared the Smoky City 
this stern faced man came to me and 
said: “Young man, I do not know who 
you are, but here is my card. I am one 
of the wealthiest men in Milwaukee. I 
have everything that money cay buy, 
but I have a home without any chil- 
dron. Young man, you can thank God 
that you have a family. And if you 
are willing to give me this baby and 
let me adopt her I will give you a cer- 
tified check for $50,000, and she shall 
be my daughter and inherit all that I 
have" Of course I refused the offer. 
I told that man there was not enough 
money in all the treasury of the United 
States to buy my flesh and blood, and, 
though you may laugh when I talk 
about my $50,000 baby, yet I am not 
putting any higher valuation upon the 
physical lives of any one of my chil- 
dren than every father sitting before 
me today would upon bis If we par- 
ents thus place so high our physical 
valuation of our children, shall we not 
also place just as high the spiritual val- 
uation? Like the pilgrim fathers of old, 
shall we not rejoice this coming Thanks- 
giving day because our children are 
not only living in Christian homes, but 
also in Christian neighborhoods and 
under tbe shadow of tbe spires of 
Ohristian churches? Shall we not re- 
Joice because on account of being born 
in a Christian land they may tbe more 
easily learn to love Christ? Shall we 
not rejoice that on account of their 
spiritual advantages after their res 
work is done they will associate with 
us in the great harvest home, where an 
eternal Thanksgiving day shall be spent 
in the green pastures and by the still 
iwaters of heaven? 


munity of pilgrims which tn 1010 set. 
tled in Leyden did not cross the Atlan- 
tie in 1620, as many people suppose. 
No. Only a small part—120 men, wom- 
en and children—came first The vast 
majority ‘of that community remained 
behind And go these American pil. 
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Thanksgiving day we can prove it. 
By the hope with which we parted 
from our dear ones as we set sail from 
Holland's shores we would tell thee, 
troubled hearts of 1902, we shall all, 
yea all, meet again.” 

Can we prove that we shall all meet 
our loved ones In heaven by a better 
way than the source from which the 
pilgrim fathers gathered their hope of 
a final reunion with their absent kin- 
dred? Upon the bold, bluff heights 
overlooking Plymouth harbor Amer- 
ican patriotism has erected a colossal 
statue commemorative of the heroic 
deeds of these first great ancestors. 
At the base of the pedestal rest four 
figures. These symbolise freedom and 
education and law and morality. But 
these four figures, though beautiful in 
themselves, are all sitting at the fect 
of a gigantic statue called Faith. There 
Faith stands in midwinter, not only 
overlooking the surging, angry waters 
of the mighty deep, but also the hal 
lowed graves of the mighty men whose 
principles laid the foundation of this 
nation. There the pilgrims’ faith 
stands, with the opened Bible in one 
hand and with the other hand pointing 
upward to where the spirits of the 
mighty and the redeemed pilgrim fa- 
thers have passed to their reward. So 
at the foot of that mighty statue of 
Faith with open Bible may we all re- 
jolce in the confident assurance that 
our Thanksgiving chairs at the family 
gathering shall not always remain va- 
cant—that we shall all be together in 
the heavenly reunion. . 

Thanksgiving a Home Day. 

But while studying tbe history of 
Plymouth's first Thankagiving day we 
must remember that it was not only a 
day for thanksgiving to God, but also 
a day made memorable by home enjoy- 
ments. The pilgrim fathers opened the 
day with prayer. They also felt they 
did not desecrate it when they gath- 
ered about the festal board and laugh- 
ed and joked as well as talked about 
the great themes of the gospel while 
they sat at dinner. As far as possible 
all our people should make next 
Thanksgiving day a home day as well 
as a church day, and, as the president 
of the United States by his Thankagiv- 
ing proclamation has signed the death 
warrants for all the biggest and the 
fattest turkeys the barnyards have 
been able to produce in the past sum- 
mer, let grandfntber and grandmother 
and all the children and the grandchil- 
dren meet again in the old bomestend. 
It will not be very long before such 
gatherings will be an impossibility. In 
a few years the chief magnets that 
now draw the children together at 
Thanksgiving will be gone. Then, as 
you meet about the great, big roasted

Eagiish Prisoners No Langer Will 
ure This Torture. 
The treadmill of our fnthcss—of 
bome cf our fathers, that is—is no 
more, and the up to date criminal will 


» ho longer be able to tell grim storics 


bf his experiences on the wheel" 
The report ot the commissieners of 
brisons, just issued, gives the record 
of the last days of that notorious in- 
strument of discipline, The superces- 
sion of it as a form of Ward Libor was 
commenced some yeafs back, nnd now 
it has been finally abolished in our 
prisons. This has rendered necessary 
the revision of the standtug orders re- 
lating to the employment of prison- 
ers sentenced to hard labor. Oak- 
um picking is still retained, bet other 
forms of industrial labor hare been in- 
troduced, and after twenty-elght daye 
of “strict cellular separation,” If the 
prisoners behave well, they are al- 
lowed to work in association. The 
treadmill was condemned on various 
grounds. It is held to have been both 
trying to health and ineffective as a 
punishment. The large rooms and 
spaces which the abolition of the 
wheel has set at the disposal of the 
prison authorities are being utilized ns 
workshops, more particularly for as- 
sociated labor. The passing of .the 
tread:nill must be regarded as another 
proof of the growing humanity of our 
criminal code. 

But it should not be forgotten that 
“the wheel” has had its apologists, 
even its enthusiasts. Prisoners have 
been known, when sentenced to go up- 
en it for a given time, to offer in mere 
lightness of heart to perform the al- 
lotted task “on thelr heads.” And we 
ean imagine that conservative crimi- 
pals, who probably form the great ma- 
jority, will complain bitterly of its dis 
appearance, Just as the galley sinves 
of old time would have objected strong- 
ly to the Introduction of sliding séats 
and swivel rowlocka And who can 
forget the Inspiring trendmill song of 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes? The eon- 
vict In those lines tells "how pleasant 
‘tis to ramble round among one's bon- 
est friends” and concludes with the 
declaration that when he is at large 
and has made his fortune, “Now, hang 
me, but 1 mean to have a treadmill of 
my own!"—Lonpdon News. 


Am Epidemie of Prodigality. 

It seems to cost a great deal to Iive 
nowadays Most persons notice it, es- 
pecially persons who are hard put to it 
to find the money to pay thelr bills. 
The statisticians report that commodi- 
ties In general use cost on an average 
about 10 per cent more than they did 
last year. The rise in the price of meat 
contributes a good deal to this ad- 
vance, though breadstuffs have been 
high too. Articles of luxury, Ike good 
clothes and country houses, bave grown 
dearer lu proportion than most articles 
of necessity because the huge inffux of 
money that the country has sustained 
has made a brisk market for luxuries. 
Rents are higher, houses cost more, 
servants get higher wages, board Is 
higher at resort hotels, The living ex- 
penses of any given family are very 
much affected by the expenses of ether 
families of their acquaintance, and the 
scale of living of "other- fomilies” 
seems just now to have become Incon- 
venlent!y liberal Prodigality is so 
conspicuously prevalent that it has be- 
come more or less epidemic.—Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. 


Westminster's Kew Dean. 

Canon Joseph Armitage Robtuson, 
D. D., who has been nominated Ly Mr. 
Balfour as the new dean of Wen min- 
ster to succeed Dr. Bradley, is de- 
scribed as “a churchman of. moderate 
temper,” a fact that is made signifi- 
cant at a moment when extreme views 
are more vehemently ventilated than 
they have been at most periods in 
England's ecclesiastical history.

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To Be Issued By Goversmeat Com- 
memorating Martha Washlogtos. 
First U. S. Stamp With Wom- 
sa's Head. 

The United States Government has 
never issued a postage stamp decorated 
with the head of& woman. Bot this 
cannot be said after. Décember 1, On 
that day the Postoffice Department will 
begin sending out to postmasters a new 
eight-cent stamp on which will be used 
the head of Martha Washington. The 
design is considered one of the most 
beautiful ever put out by the Postoffice 
Department. The head is encircled 
with a wreath. At the bottom on the 
left is 1782, the year in which Martha 
Washington was born; on the right, 
1808, the year in which she died, She 
was born on May 21. 

The Postoffice Department first got 
the idea of decorating a stamp with a 
woman's head from a short article 
which appeared in a ladies magazine 
early this year, in which the writer 
complained that the ladies were being 
discriminated against by the stamp de- 
signers of the Postofüce Department, 
for apparently they had never seen fit 
to have a representative of the fair sex 
placed on the face of a postage stamp. 
A Detroit paper took the matter up 
editorially, and Mr. Madden, the Third 
Assistant Postmaster General, being a 
Detroit man, noticed the article and 
began thinking about the matter. The 
result is a new eight-cent stamp.
